ATUBSS, March S.-Heverish activity

prise. For it is an unfortunate lact that 
these interests do not ran toother as 
they should. In the case under consid- 
eration, for instance, it was not to the 
interest o! the public to have a deep- 
water harbor forced at Santa Monica 
when nature already had hat con- 
etructed one at San 1'edro-and the very 
narrow, selfish interest, at that-oi the 
Southern Pacific Company, which had 
cornered Santa Monica and cou ,1 not 
well do a similar thing at San Pedro. 
The interest of the people and uc vm- 
wise interest olO.r. KuntioKton were 
at variance. 


This is hut one instance among others 


which might he cited, all demonstrating 
the fact, which the public lonB since ha, 
recognized, that the Southern Pacific 
Company i. not operated on the high 
and wise principle enunciated by Mr. 
Crocker. To cite just one more in- 
stance, it never has been to the interest 
of the slate that the great San Joaqum 
valley should lie here as a largely undo- 
"oped possibility, but Mr. Hunting- 
ton's all-tbe-traffic-will-bear interest bad 
kept it in that condition all these years, 
and the possibility of a change came 
only with competition. 


Having admitted that Vice-Prcsident 


Crockets theory that Southern 1'ociuc 
interests and the interests of the Slate 
Bhould be identical, is right, tho ques- 
tion arises-. When doe, the Southern 
Pacific propose to make them so? 1 ub- 
lic interest is a thing nerie: when does 
the railroad intend to work in harmony 
•with it? Or must the great monopoly for- 
ever be fought into line with this interest, 
as it has been during tho last year or u,. 
These are questions ol deen interesl to 
the people o! a elate in which the rail- 
roadi might, ii it would; he so great a 
factor ol good.
